AMENDED AND RESTATED ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION

FOR

INSIGHT SOURCING GROUP HOLDINGS, INC.

The following Amended and Restated Articles of Incorporation of Insight Sourcing 
Group Holdings, Inc. (the “Corporation”), a corporation organized and existing under the laws of 
the State of Georgia, were duly approved and adopted by written consent of the shareholders of 
the Corporation on December 31, 2013, upon the recommendation of the Board of Directors of 
the Corporation, pursuant to Sections 14-2-1003 and 14-2-1007 of the Georgia Business 
Corporation Code.

************

RESOLVED, that the Articles of Incorporation of this corporation be amended 
and restated in its entirety to read as follows:

I.

The name of the corporation is: Insight Sourcing Group Holdings, Inc. (the 
“Corporation”).

II.

(a) Number and Classes of Shares. The Corporation shall have the authority to issue 
Twenty Thousand (20,000) shares of capital stock, no par value per share, of which Ten 
Thousand (10,000) shares shall be designated “Class A Common Stock” and Ten Thousand 
(10,000) shares shall be designated “Class B Common Stock”.

(b) Voting. Except as may be otherwise provided by law, (i) the Class A Common 
Stock shall vote together as a single class on all actions to be taken by the shareholders of the 
Corporation and (ii) the Class B Common Stock shall have no voting rights.

(c) Reclassification of Common Stock. Effective immediately upon the filing of this 
Amended and Restated Articles of Incorporation with the Secretary of the State of Georgia (the 
“Effective Time”), each share of the Corporation’s common stock issued and outstanding (the 
“Old Common Stock”), shall be reclassified and converted into one (1) share of Class A 
Common Stock. The reclassification and conversion shall occur automatically without any 
further action by the holders of the Old Common Stock and whether or not the certificates 
representing such shares are surrendered to the Corporation. The Corporation shall, as soon as 
practicable after the Effective Time issue and deliver to the holders of Old Common Stock, a 
certificate or certificates for the number of shares of Class A Common Stock into which the Old 
Common Stock is converted into.

The Corporation is organized for the purpose of engaging in any and all lawful businesses 
not specifically prohibited to corporations for profit under the laws of the State of Georgia, and 
the Corporation shall have all powers necessary to conduct any such businesses and all other 
powers enumerated in the Georgia Business Corporation Code or under any act amendatory 
thereof, supplemental thereto or substituted therefor.

VI.

No director of the Corporation shall have liability to the Corporation or to its shareholders 
for monetary damages for any action taken, or any failure to take any action, as a director, except 
that this Article VI shall not eliminate or limit the liability of a director: (i) for acts or omissions 
which involve intentional misconduct or a knowing violation of law; or (ii) for the types of 
liability set forth in Section 14-2-832 of the Georgia Business Corporation Code. Neither the 
amendment nor repeal of this Article VI, nor the adoption of any provision of the Articles of 
Incorporation of the Corporation inconsistent with this Article VI, shall eliminate or reduce the 
effect of this Article VI in respect of any act or failure to act, or any cause of action, suit or claim 
that, but for this Article VI, would accrue or arise prior to any amendment, repeal or adoption of 
such an inconsistent provision. If the Georgia Business Corporation Code is subsequently 
amended to provide for further limitations on the personal liability of directors of corporations 
for breach of duty of care or other duty as a director, then the personal liability of the directors of 
the Corporation shall be so further limited to the greatest extent permitted by the Georgia 
Business Corporation Code.

VII.

Any action required or permitted to be taken at a shareholders' meeting may be taken 
without a meeting if the action is taken by all of the shareholders entitled to vote on the action, or 
by persons who would be entitled to vote at a meeting those shares having voting power to cast 
not less than the minimum number (or numbers, in the case of voting by groups) of votes that 
would be necessary to authorize or take such actions at a meeting at which all shares entitled to 
vote were present and voted. The action must be evidenced by one or more written consents 
describing the action taken, signed by shareholders entitled to take action without a meeting and 
delivered to the Corporation for inclusion in the minutes or filing with the corporate records. All

notice of the action not more than ten (10) days after the taking of action without a meeting. An 
action by less than unanimous consent may not be taken with respect to any election of directors 
as to which shareholders would be entitled to cumulative voting.
